On the Rockaway peninsula lies Neponsit, a pleasant residential 
neighborhood of nearly 8,000 permanent population. It has the 
ocean in its front yard, and Jamaica Bay in back. And on one side 
is Jacob Riis Park. Along parts of the beach are some hotels and 
large apartment buildings. There is an extensive rooming house 
section running back from the beach. The rooming houses are 
mostly converted private homes. They add extensively to the 
summer population. Single-family dwellings, from bungalows to 
mansions, house most of the permanent residents. The prize section 
of Neponsit lies west of Adirondack Boulevard, with beautiful homes 
and elaborate gardens along the ocean shore. Most of the shops, 
and the Long Island Railroad station, are on Beach 1 1 6th Street.
